Jeanette Jun Lin was bor in Shanghai, China, where 
she graduated from the Secondary School of Shanghai 
Conservatory of Music. 


In 1987, Jeanette entered the Royal College of Music in 
London, England. During her study in England, she has won many 
prizes and awards, including the Kendall Taylor Beethoven Prize, 
the Joy Scott Chopin Prize, the Millicent Silver Brahms Prize, the 
Constant and Kit Lmbert Prize, the Amold Ziff Postgraduate Prize 
and the Sydney and Peggy Shimmin Prize. 


In 1990, she obtained a first- class Performer’s Diploma as 
well as the Hopkinson Gold Medal, given by HM the Queen 
Mother. In 1991, she was presented to and performed for HM the 
Queen. Later that year, she won the First Prize in the Brant National 
Pianoforte Competition in Birmingham, England. Soon after, she 
came to Canada as an exchange scholar from the Royal College of 
Music to the University of Western Ontario and studied with 
Professor Ronald Turini. In 1993, she received the University of 
Toronto Open Fellowship and entered the M. Music programme 
which she had just completed under the guidance of Professor 
William Aide. 


Jeanette has performed in the United Kingdom, the United 
States, Canada, China, Poland, Japan and Singapore. She was also a 
member of an award- winning piano trio group in China, and had 
performed with Yo- Yo Ma during his first concert tour to China. 


Grand winner of the 1995 Canadian Music Competition 
Intemational Steeping Stone, Jeanette is now a free- lance pianist 
and piano teacher. Her performances have appeared on Bravo! and 
CFMT, and can also be heard on 91.1 CJRT radio in Toronto.
